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PRELIMINARY NOTE. 

Thb ancient Gaelic bard Ossian (son of FingU, king of Morven 
flourished in the Northern Highlands at the latter part of the 
third century. 

His poems were handed down by tradition lintil the middle of 
the 1 8th century when an English translation was published by 
James Macpherson and created a stir in the literary world 
(Doubts were cast upon the authenticity of the poems»but for 
a short time only). 

Ossian's remarkable ''word-pictures" depict vividly for all 
times the primitive joys and sorrows of his noble race, whose 
chief characteristics were bravery in battle, tenderness in love, and 
veneration of their fore-fathers. The ghosts of the dead were 
believed still to inhabit this earth, holding communication with 
their descendants and often appearing to them in hours of peril.
